Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  present  for  your  consideration  and  record,  my 
Annual  Report  for  the  year  1938,  and  covering  the  period  1st 
January  to  3lst  December.  The  report  is  drawn  up  in 
accordance  with  particulars  submitted  by  the  Ministry  of  Health 
in  Circular  1728  and  is  again  an  “ Ordinary  ” Report.

SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. 


The  social  conditions  of  the  Area  generally,  follow  an  even 
or  fairly  even  course,,  there  being  little  or  no  change  from  year 
to  year.  During  the  year  under  review,  the  added  area  under 
the  County  review  scheme  came  in  to  the  Urban  Area.  This 
slightly  increased  the  population  but  increased  the  acreage  of 
the  District  from  4,361  to  4,726  acres.  The  Area  added  is  of 
a rural  character  but  is  ready  for  development  and  particularly 
suitable  for  residential  purposes.  The  Council  propose  to 
sewer  this  Area  in  the  very  near  future. 
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Coal  Mining  continues  to  be  our  staple  industry,  but  a few 
people  find  employment  in  the  Coal  Bye  Product  industry.  Some 
people  find  employment  in  the  Building  industry,  others  in  the 
chaplet  and  nail  making  work,  whilst  still  a few  others  are 
employed  in  agriculture.  A fair  number  of  female  labor  finds 
employment  at  the  Rug  making  mill  in  Darton. 

Figures  available  as  to  totally  unemployed  persons  during 
the  last  few  years  are  as  follows  : — 

Year  1935 — 540  ; Year  1936 — 345  ; Year  1937 — 201,  and 
for  the  year  1938  the  figure  was  263.  This  figure,  whilst  not 
really  alarming,  could  with  great  advantage  to  the  Area  be 
reduced. 

During  the  year,  299  new  houses  have  been  erected  within 
the  Area.  A total  of  215  houses  were  erected  by  the  Council 
and  the  remaining  84  were  erected  by  Private  enterprise.  The 
Council  actually  completed  during  the  year  the  biggest  housing 
programme  that  they  have  ever  undertaken.  Although  some 
houses  have  been  demolished  and  71  houses  were,  taken  over  in 
the  added  Area,  the  number  of  houses  have  altogether  increased 
from  3,544  in  1937  to  3,761  at  the  end  of  1938. 

General  health  of  the  people  in  the  district  is  good. 

Infectious  diseases  (excluding  Tuberculosis)  shews  a reduction 
of  17  over  the  figure  for  1937.  The  figures  for  the  past 
years  are  as  follows  : — 

Year  1935—118;  Year  1936—92;  Year  1937—82,  and  in 
1938,  the  year  under  review,  the  figure  was  65.  These  figures 
shew  a steady  and  well  maintained  improvement. 

The  sanitary  services  as  a whole  continue  to  shew  praise- 
worthy and  noticeable  improvement.  With  a continuance  to 
completion  of  our  housing  programme,  and  a steady  main- 
tenance of  the  rate  of  privy  conversions,  I feel  that  our  major 

Sanitary  problems  will  be  at  an  end. 

1 ventured  to  prophecy  last  year  that  we  should  soon  be 
in  a position  to  report  considerable  improvement  in  our  over- 
crowding figures.  I am  now  happily  in  the  position  of  being 
able  to  state  that  my  forecast  was  correct  as  the  following 
figures  will  shew.  In  the  year  1936  when  the  first  survey  was  taken, 
the  overcrowded  houses  in  the  district  shewed  the  alarming 
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figure  of  7.2  per  cent.  This  figure  improved  in  1937  to  5.2 
per  cent.  On  the  completion  of  the  1938  housing  the  figure  of 
overcrowded  houses  has  now  happily  dropped  to  2.71  per  cent. 
I suggest  that  the  Council  can  be  congratulated  on  their 
efforts  in  this  direction,  and  I do  sincerely  hope  that  further 
housing  will  be  undertaken  in  order  to  reduce  overcrowding  to 
the  lowest  possible  minimum. 

It  will  be  observed  that  the  estimated  population  shews  an 
increase  of  490  over  the  year  1937.  I think  that  the  present 
figure  of  13,540  is  considerably  nearer  our  population  than  the 
13,050  shewn  for  1937. 

Private  enterprise  with  its  erection  of  houses  for  sale  is 
helping  district  development  particularly  in  the  Staincross  and 
Gawber  Areas.  There  is  however  still  a need  for  a considerable 
number  of  privately  owned  houses  for  letting  at  low  rentals 
within  the  District.  The  Council  have  made  wonderful  progress 
in  this  direction,  but  we  certainly  need  some  assistance  from 
private  owners  in  order  to  overcome  the  housing  shortage. 


VITAL  STATISTICS. 


Birth  Rate  : 

Total  Births  295  (166  Males  and  129  females).  This  gives 
an  annual  birth  rate  of  21.7  per  1,000  as  against  15.1  per 
1,000  for  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales. 


Death  Rate  : 

The  total  number  of  deaths  was  137  (78  males  and  59 
females).  This  figure  gives  a death  rate  of  12.52  per  1,000 
as  against  11.6  per  1,000  for  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales. 
The  death  rate  for  the  Urban  Area  was  11.0  per  1,000  for  1937, 
and  has  thus  increased  by  1.52  per  1,000. 

Infant  Mortality  Rate  : 

Eighteen  children  under  the  age  of  one  year  died  during 
1938,  making  an  Infant  Mortality  Rate  of  61.0  as  compared 
with  53.0  for  England  and  Wales  as  a whole. 
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Still  Births  : 

The  total  number  of  still  births  was  11  (eight  males  and 
throe  females).  All  were  legitimate.  The  still  birth  rate,  was 
therefore  0.81  per  1,000  population  as  compared  with  0.60  per 
1,000  for  England  and  Wales.

There  were  no  deaths  from  either  Scarlet  Fever  or 
Diphtheria. 

The  rate  of  notification  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia  (5  notifica- 
tions) was  16.9  per  1,000  live  births. 


CAUSES  OF  SICKNESS  SPECIALLY  PREVALENT 

DURING  1938. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  decreased  from  144  in  1937  to  l37 
in  1938,  a nett  reduction  of  7.  The  death  rate  was  however 
increased  by  1.5  to  12.5  and  is  actually  1.5  per  1,000  greater 
than  for  the  rest  of  the  Country  : — 

Influenza  was  again  fairly  prevalent  during  the  year  and 
particularly  in  the  later  months.  There  were  however  only 
two  deaths  (1  male  and  1 fqmale)  from  this  source.  Outbreaks 
of  measles  occurred  spasmodically  but  there  were  no  deaths. 

I here  were  notified  6 cases  of  Diphtheria,  all  of  which 
were  treated  in  hospital.  This  shews  a reduction  of  24  cases 
as  against  the  30  notified  in  1937.  There  were  no  deaths  from 
this  disease. 

Scarlet  fever  cases  notified  were  35,  being  6 more  than 
the  29  cases  notified  in  1937.  Of  the  35  cases  notified,  16 
were  removed  to  hospital,  the  remaining  19  cases  being  treated 
at  home.  Again,  I am  pleased  to  report  there  were  no  deaths. 
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There  were  5 deaths  from  Tuberculosis,  30  deaths  from 
heart  disease,  24  deaths  from  Cancer,  and  1 death  from 
Encephalitis  Lethargica.  There  were  three  deaths  only  from 
Pneumonia  and  10  deaths  from  Bronchitis.

TUBERCULOSIS. 

During  the  year  there  were  5 deaths  from  Tuberculosis, 
which  is  2 less  than  for  1937.  Of  the  5 deaths,  4 were  due  to 
Tuberculosis  of  the  respiratory  system  and  1 from  non- 
respiratory  Tuberculosis.  There  were  notified  during  the  year, 
17  new  cases  as  against  20  cases  for  1937.  Ten  of  the  new 
cases  were  Tuberculosis  of  the  respiratory  system,  the  remaining 
7 being  non-respiratory.  Details  of  new  cases  for  the  year  are 
as  follows  : —

LABORATORY  FACILITIES. 

The  facilities  provided  under  this  heading  are  situated  at 
Wakefield,  and  are  under  the  control  of  the  West  Riding  County 
Council.  The  importance  and  value  of  the  services  provided 
cannot  be  too  strongly  stressed,  and  proves  of  considerable  help 
to  Medical  Practitioners  generally,  and  particularly  with  respect 
to  infectious  diseases. 


AMBULANCE  FACILITIES. 

The  Ambulance  service  provided  by  the  Darton  Council 
has  again  proved  its  worth  throughout  the  year,  in  the  removal 
to  hospital  of  general  accident  and  sickness  cases.  Patients 
have  been  conveyed  to  and  from  Barnsley,  Sheffield  and  Leeds, 
as  occasion  demanded. 

The  Public  generally,  greatly  appreciate  the  service  pro- 
vided. A telephone  has  recently  been  installed  at  the  home  of 
the  ambulance  driver  and  instantaneous  communication  can  now 
be  effected  in  case  of  extreme  urgency. 


During  the  year,  1,410  cases  have  been  conveyed  to  or 
from  the  various  hospitals,  and  the  ambulance  has  covered  a 
dsitance  of  17,615  miles  on  this  work. 
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The  ambulance  provided  by  Messrs.  Fountain  & Burnley. 
Ltd.,  deals  exclusively  with  general  accident  cases  at  the 
Collieries. 

1'he  Normantoi i Hospital  Authority  piovides  ambulance  facili- 
ties, for  conveying  infectious  cases  to  the  isolation  hospital,  the 
cost  of  each  case  is  borne  by  the  Darton  Council.  Patients 
discharged  from  the  hospital  as  free  from  infection  are  con- 
veyed to  their  homes  in  a private  taxi,  the  cost  is  also  met  by 
the  Council.

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NURSING  IN  THE  HOME. 

I have  previously  mentioned  that  this  service  could  be 
extended  with  great  benefit  to  the  community.  The  present 
facilities  being  totally  inadequate  for  an  Area  of  this  size. 

The  nurse  provided  and  maintained  by  the  Mrs.  Fountain 
Foundation  provides  the  whole  of  the  facilities  under  this 
heading.  The  nurse  is  fully  engaged  on  this  work  and  can 
obviously  only  deal  with  a small  proportion  of  the  cases 
requiring  her  attention. 


CLINICS  AND  TREATMENT  CENTRES. 

The  clinics  and  treatment  centres  supplying  'the  needs  of  the 
area  are  |s|ituated  a.t  Gawber,  Mapplewell  and  Darton.  The 
three  clinics  are  well  attended  and  mothers  and  expectant 
mothers  are  advised  by  the  doctor  and  nurses  in  attendance. 

Minor  ailments  receive  treatment  and  individual  attention 
is  given  to  each  and  every  case. 

Lectures  on  matters  of  importance  on  hygiene  and  feeding 
are  given  from  time  to  time. 

Ante-Natal  Clinics  are  held  at  Darton  and  also  at  Gawber 
every  fourth  week. 


HOSPITALS  PUBLIC  AND  VOLUNTARY 

The  Becketts  Hospital,  Barnsley,  and  the  Leeds  Infirmary 
supply  the  needs  of  the  area  in  this  respect.  On  occasion,  cases 
aie  also  sent  to  the  Sheffield  Royal  Hospital  and  Sheffield 
Infirmary.  Some  cases  have  also  been  treated  at  Jessop’s  Hos- 
pital Sheffield.  The  needs  of  the  area  are  fully  met  by  these 
hospitals. 


MIDWIFERY  AND  MATERNITY  SERVICES. 

I here  are  no  unqualified  midwives  practising  in  the  area, 
‘ iV,  1C,  cases  generally  are  covered  by  the  six  qualified  mid- 
v lose  services  meet  the  requirements  of  the  district. 
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INSTITUTIONAL  PROVISION  FOR  MOTHERS  OF 

CHILDREN. 

Nursing  Homes  are  in  existence  at  Hornsea  and  Scarbor- 
ough for  mothers  whose  maternity  lias  left  them  in  ill-health. 
Patients  who  have  attended  have  greatly  ibenefited  from  the  rest 
and  treatment  provided  at  these  homes.  It  would  be  of  con- 
siderable advantage  if  these  services  could  be  extended,  so  as  to 
provide  additional  facilities. 


health  visitors  and  infant  life  protection. 

These  services  are  under  the  control  of  the  West  Riding 
County  Council,  and  the  resident  Health  Visitors  for  the  area 
are  Nurse  Mindham  and  Nurse  Thorpe.  The  work  performed 
by  the  Health  Visitors  is  of  great  benefit  to  the  community, 
and  both  are  zealous  and  efficient. 

The  Supervision  of  School  clinics,  visits  to  mothers  and 
babies,  and  also  work  at  the  Welfare  and  Ante-Natal  Centres, 
are  some  of  the  duties  carried  out  by  the  Health  Visitors. 


ORTHOPAEDIC  TREATMENT. 

Cases  under  this  heading  are  sent  to  Leeds  Infirmary.  The 
cases  receive  the  best  attention,  and  are  treated  in  an  efficient 
ana  beneficial  manner. 


PREVENTION  OF  BLINDNESS. 

There  has  been  no  case  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  in  the 
area  during  11)38. 


WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  bulk  of  the  water  supply  for  the  Area  is  drawn  from 
four  deep  boreholes  owned  by  the  Penistone  Urban  District 
Council.  This  supply  is  distributed  throughout  the  Area  by 
means  of  our  own  mains.  The  water  is  of  good  quality  as 
shewn  by  chemical  analysis  and  bacteriological  examination. 
During  the  early  summer  the  supply  began  to  diminish  and 
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for  some  considerable  time  there  was  an  acute  water  shortage. 
Owing  to  our  district  development,  it  is  highly  essential  that 
some  considerable  improvement  be  made  in  the  amount  of  water 
supplied.  The  Pcnistone  Council  sunk  a further  borehole  during 
the  year,  but  so  far,  none  of  this  water  has  been  delivered  to 
this  Area.  There  has  been  some  extension  of  our  own  mains 
during  the  year  in  order  to  serve  new  property.  The  Gawber 
District  is  supplied  with  water  from  Reservoirs  at  Ingbirchworth 
ana  Midhope  and  owned  by  the  Barnsley  Corporation.  At  the 
close  of  the  year  there  were  3,761  houses  receiving  water  from 
the  Darton  Mains. 


SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

The  disposal  works  at  Low  Barugh  are  working  in  a 
satisfactory  manner,  and  there  has  been  no  complaint  from  the 
Rivers  Board  on  the  purity  of  the  effluent  discharged. 

There  were  no  extensions  to  Sewers  in  1938,  a length  of 
9 inch,  sewer  was  however  reconstructed  in  Darton  Village. 

With  the  exception  of  a few  new  houses  erected  in  the 
added  Area,  the  whole  ol  the  299  new  houses  erected  were 
connected  to  the  Council’s  sewers.  It  is  estimated  that  105 
houses  in  the  whole  area  ard  not  connected  to  the.  general 
sewerage  system,  the  bulk  of  these  being  in  the  added  Area. 

I he  Council  have  now  decided  to  extend  their  sewerage 
system  to  take  in  the  added  Area  and  to  provide  for  every 
part  of  the  Urban  Area  where  building  development  is  likely  to 
take  place.  It  is  anticipated  that  this  work  will  be  commenced 
during  1939. 


RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

There  has  been  no  complaint  from  the  Rivers  Board  during 
1938  of  pollution  of  rivers  and  streams  by  the  access  of 
sewage.  Where  drains  are  found  not  connected  to  the  general 
sewerage  system,  action  is  immediately  commenced  to  remedy 
this  if  possible. 
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CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 

The  estimated  number  of  water  closets  at  the  year  end 
for  the  whole  of  the  district  was  2,583,  being  363  greater  than 
the  figure  for  1937.  During  the  year  300  water  closets  were 
newly  constructed  in  connection  with  new  buildings,  one 
additional  water  closet  was  constructed  in  connection  with 
shortage  at  existing  buildings. 

1 regret  to  report  that  during  the  year  only  3 privies  were 
converted  into  water  closets.  This  was  due  to  the  water 
shortage,  the  Council  reluctantly  deciding  to  suspend  the  routine 
programme  of  privy  conversion  until  such  time  as  tlic  water 
question  shewed  improvement. 

1 do  sincerely  suggest  that  the  privy  conversion  scheme  be 
re-commenced  at  the  very  earliest  opportunity.

Visits  are  paid  to  the  Schools  from  time  to  time,  as  a 
routine  measure.  Special  visits  are  made  upon  request. 

The  school  accommodation  in  the  Barugh  Ward  as  a 
whole  leaves  much  to  be  desired.  Some  time  ago,  we  were 
promised  a new  school  at  Barugh  Green  for  senior  scholars. 
Such  a school  is  long  overdue,  but  there  still  seems  to  be  no 
signs  of  any  commencement  on  this  work. 


HOUSING. 

The  year  under  review,  shews  some  very  satisfactory 
improvement  in  the  housing  condition  of  the  district  in  general. 
The  displaced  tenants  from  Clearance  Areas  Nos.  4,  5,  6,  7, 
8,  9,  10,  11,  12,  13  and  14  were  all  ne-housed,  as  were  also 
many  families  from  overcrowded  houses.  Reports  were  prepared 
on  Clearance  Areas  Nos.  15,  16,  17,  18,  19  and  20  at  Barugh 
Green,  Higham  and  Gawber.  The  Ministry  of  Health  Inquiry 
on  these  latter  Areas  was  held  during  the  year  and  the  schemes 
were  confirmed  in  their  entirity.  The  displaced  tenants  from 
these  Areas  will  be  re-housed  at  Redbrook  on  land  already 
purchased  by  the  Council.  The  Sanitary  Committee,  also 
inspected  houses  at  Mapplewell  and  Staincross  for  clearance 
action.  These  houses  will  form  Clearance  Areas  Nos.  21,  22, 
23,  24,  25  and  26,  and  will  be  scheduled  in  1939. 

Private  enterprise  erected  81  houses  during  the  year,  this 
figure  being  25  greater  than  the  total  for  1937. 

The  Council  erected  and  completed  no  less  than  215  houses, 
this  figure  being  117  greater  than  in  the  previous  year. 
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The  215  houses  represent  the  largest  total  ever  erected  by 
this  Council  in  any  one  year,  and  has  been  a great  step 
forward  in  the  improvement  of  housing  conditions.

FOOD  ADULTERATION. 

CHEMICAL  AND  BACTERIOLOGICAL  EXAMINATION 

OF  FOOD. 

This  service  which  consists  of  the  taking  of  samples  of 
food  for  chemical  analysis,  continues  as  in  the  past  to  be 
administered  by  the  County  Council. 

NUTRITION 

There  are  still  a few  cases  of  under  nutrition  within  the 
area,  due  to  the  non-observance  of  the  simple  and  practical 
methods  of  feeding.  The  feeding  by  “ fancy  ” foods  and 
sweatmeats  as  against  a plain  and  wholesome  diet  is  the  chief 
cause. 


PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER,  INFECTIOUS 

AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 

Infectious  diseases  as  a whole  shewed  a reduction  of  17 
over  the  cases  for  1937. 

Diphtheria  decreased  by  24  cases,  Pneumonia  cases  were 
similar  to  the  previous  year,  Erysipelas  decreased  by  3 cases, 
Puerperal  Pyrexia  increased  by  4 cases,  and  Scarlet  Fever 
increased  by  6 cases  over  the  numbers  notified  for  the  year 
1937. 

Generally  speaking,  the  figures  call  for  little  comment.  It 
is  gratifying  however  to  be  able  to  say  that  our  total  figures 
of  notifiable  diseases  shew  a reduction  each  year.

CANCER. 

There  were  24  deaths  from  Cancer  (12  males  and  12 
females).  The  mortality  from  this  disease  was  9 greater  than 
for  1937.

SWIMMING  BATHS. 

There  are  no  Swimming  Baths  within  this  Area.  Persons 
requiring  recreation  of  this  kind  attend  either  the  swimming 
baths  in  the  County  Borough  of  Barnsley  or  the  swimming 
baths  at  Scissett. 

New  and  increased  legislation  continues  to  be  passed,  and 
administrative  duties  in  the  Health  Department  increase  rather 
than  remain  stable  or  decrease. 

Routine  improvement  continues  to  be  effected  and  a notice- 
able change  has  taken  place  ip.  the  various  areas  of  our 
District. 
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I beg  to  thank  the  Members  of  the  Council  for  their 
courtesy  and  interest  in  Public  Health  matters.  I also  wish  to 
thank  the  Council’s  Officers  for  their  assistance  in  the  several 
branches  of  the  work.  1 would  also  express  my  special  thanks 
to  Mr.  Hobson,  your  Sanitary  Inspector,  for  his  assistance  and 
unceasing  efforts  to  improve  the  Health  Service  and  the 
Sanitary  condition  of  the  district.

I respectfully  beg  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  1st  January  to  31st  December,  1938  this  being  my  sixth 
report. 

Reviewing  the  past  year,  a considerable  amount  of  work 
has  been  carried  out  on  Housing  matters.  Reports  have  been 
completed  on  six  Clearance  Areas  and  preliminary  reports 
prepared  on  a further  six  Areas.  Three  Housing  Schemes 
totalling  in  all  some  234  houses  have  been  completed,  and  plans 
prepared  for  a further  38  houses.  As  shewn  later  in  the 
report,  234  families  have  been  rehoused  and  many  houses 
demolished. 

It  is  regretted  that  very  little  privy  conversion  has  been 
carried  out.  This  however  has  been  due  to  the  water  shortage. 
We  still  have  a considerable  number  of  privies  in  the  Area, 
and  “ it  is  hoped  ” that  more  attention  will  be  given  to  reducing 
these  numbers  during  the  next  few  years. 

A re-survey  of  overcrowding  conditions  was  made  in  the 
Barugh  Ward  during  the  year.  This  Ward  is  now  the  only 
part  of  the  Area  where  overcrowding  exists  to  any  “ noticeable 
extent,”  and  I respectfully  suggest  that  the  Council  endeavour 
to  improve  this  Area  in  the  very  near  future. 

General  routine  work  such  as  inspections  for  nuisances, 
Food  Inspection,  Dairy  and  Cowshed  Work,  Scavenging  and 
Cleansing,  were  all  carried  on  as  before,  and  although  housing 
matters  called  for  the  bulk  of  my  attention,  none  of 
the  remaining  services  were  neglected. 

About  midway  through  the  year,  I was  appointed  by  the 
Council  to  take  over  the  honorary  duties  of  Cheif  Air  Raid 
Precautions  Officer. . This  post  has  taken  up  a good  deal  of 
my  time,  as  the  duties  are  mostly  administrative.  Whilst  a 
large  amount  of  work  has  been  carried  out  under  this  heading, 
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1 regret  that  there  is  so  very  little  to  shew  for  the  effort.  As 
a non-scheme  making  Authority,  we  have  done  all  we  can,  but 
1 hope  I may  be  permitted  to  suggest  to  the  Scheme  making 
Authority  and  those  generally  in  charge  of  the  arrangements, 
that  a little  less  paper  and  a little  more  action  would  be 
advantageous. 

1 beg  to  express  my  very  sincere  thanks  to  the  Members 
ol  the  Council  for  their  interest,  consideration  and  support  in 
the  many  duties  carried  out  in  the  department  which  has  for 
its  primary  object  the  improvement  of  the  standard  of  health 
in  the  district.

CLEANSING  OF  PREMISES  FROM  VERMIN. 

During  the  year,  55  premises  were  cleansed  from  Vermin. 
The  methods  of  cleansing  adopted  is  by  spraying  the  house 
and  effects  with  a fluid  known  as  “ Zaldecide  ” and 
manufactured  by  Messrs.  Newton  Chambers  and  Co.,  Ltd. 
Generally  speaking,  the  results  obtained  by  this  method  are 
satisfactory.  The  fluid  is  simple  and  safe  to  use,  and  in  a 
district  such  as  this,  gives  perhaps  the  best  results.  It  is 
customary  to  disinfest  all  houses  being  vacated  by  tenants 
receiving  new  Council  Houses,  either  as  Clearance  Area  re- 
housing, Overcrowding  re-housing,  or  normal  changes  of 
tenancy,  providing  of  course,  that  Vermin  is  observed  on  the 
existing  premises.  The  disinfestation  service  is  also  open  to 
all  residents  who  may  find  their  houses  infested. 
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Of  the  55  houses  cleansed  from  Vermin,  54  were  privately 
owned  houses,  and  1 was  a Council  House. 

slaughterhouses. 

Practically  the  whole  of  the  meat  exposed  for  sale  in 
shops  within  the  Area  is  slaughtered  in  private  slaughter- 
houses within  the  Area.  There  is  an  ever  increasing  number 
of  hawkers  however  whose  meat  is  slaughtered  outside  the 
Area.  On  the  other  hand,  a fair  proportion  of  meat 
slaughtered  in  this  Area  is  conveyed  outside  the  Area  for  Sale.

The  premises  are  all  kept  in  a satisfactory  condition  and 
hmewashing  is  regularly  carried  out.  At  the  end  of  the  year 
under  review,  there  were  40  licences  in  force  issued 
to  Slaughtermen  under  the  provisions  of  the  Slaughter  of 
Animals  Act,  1933. 

FOOD  INSPECTION. 

Every  effort  has  been  made  to  examine  the  carcases  and 
offai  of  all  animals  slaughtered  within  the  Area  for  food 
purposes.  The  inspections  are  of  the  routine  type  and  the 
method  is  as  recommended  in  the  Ministry  of  Health  Circular, 
Memo.  62/Foods. 

During  the  year  under  review,  I paid  475  visits  to 
slaughterhouses  and  10  visits  to  Butchers  Shops  on  this  work. 

The  Meat  Traders  have  on  all  occasions  given  me  every 
possible  assistance  in  this  work  and  I have  pleasure 
in  acknowledging  their  co-operation  and  willingness  in 
providing  all  necessary  facilities. 

The  meat  shewn  in  the  following  tables  has  on  all 
occasions  been  voluntarily  surrendered  to  me  upon  my  inspection 
as  being  diseased,  unsound  or  unwholesome  and  unfit  for  human 
consumption.

During  the  year  35  privies  included  in  Clearance  Areas 
Nos.  4 to  14  were  demolished.  A further  number  of  privies 
will  also  be  demolished  when  the  Clearance  Orders  now  con- 
firmed are  put  into  effect. 

In  order  to  keep  the  total  figures  as  accurate  as  |>ossible, 
arangements  will  be.  made  to  make  a periodical  re-survey  of 
the  Districts  at  suitable  intervals. 

OVERCROWDING. 

During  the  year  a re-survey  was  made  for  the  purpose 
of  ascertaining  the  number  of  overcrowded  houses  still  existing 
in  the  Barugh  Ward.  Some  833  visits  were  made  and  57 
houses  were  found  to  be  still  overcrowded.  About  10  of  these 
will  be  abated  when  the  Redbrook  No.  2 Housing  Scheme  is 
completed.  'I'liis  Ward  has  still  a high  percentage  of  over- 
crowding and  still  requires  at  least  40  new  houses.  1 he 
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following  tables  shew  previous  years  overcrowding  figures  and 
also  the  figures  for  1938.  These  latter  shew  a reduction  of 
1 38  cases  of  overcrowding  in  two  years  :

I think  that  it  will  be  generally  realised  that  in  a District 
like  ours,  there  is  almost  certain  to  be  some  slight  over- 
crowding, because  a large  number  of  the  houses  are  not  of  the 
“ family  ” type.  If  however,  the  cases  can  be  reduced  to  1 
per  cent  or  less,  I think  we  shall  be  entitled  to  say 
that  the  Council  has  done  some  very  useful  work  under  this 
heading. 
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PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

House  and  Trade  Refuse  Collection. 

The  collection  of  refuse  service  has  been  weli  maintained 
throughout  the  whole  of  the  year.  Very  few  complaints  have 
been  received,  and  these  have  been  for  the  most  part  after 
holiday  periods.  The  tendency  is  to  increase  the  amount  of 
refuse  per  house,  rather  than  reduce  it,  and  we  seem  to  be 
always  working  at  full  capacity.  During  the  year  a ne!w  Morris 
3 — 4 ton  hydraulic  tipping  vehicle  was  purchased,  and  we,  now 
have  three,  mechanical  vehicles,  in  daily  use. 

During  the  year,  299  new  houses  were  erected  and  72 
houses  taken  over  from  the  Added  Area.  The  number  of 
houses  from  which  refuse  is  collected  is  now  3,761. 

Departmental  expenditure  decreased  by  £147  Is.  Id.  as 
compared  with  the  year  1937. 

Disposal. 

Our  disposal  continues  to  be  by  controlled  tipping  methods 
at  the  five  refuse  tips  situated  at  Haigh,  Mapplewell,  Darton, 
Gawber  and  Cawthornc  Basin.  The  minimum  of  nuisance  has 
been  created  during  the  year.  The  disposal  service  calls  for 
no  special  comment. 

At  the  close  of  the  year  the  collection  and  disposal  services 
were  working  satisfactorily,  and  my  thanks  are  tendered  to  the 
staff,  for  the  loyal  co-operation.  I also  tender  my  sincere  thanks 
to  the  foreman,  Mr.  W.  Gabbitas,  for  his  loyal  help  and  hard 
work  throughout  the  past  year.

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HOUSING. 

The  year  1938  has  been  responsible  for  the  peak  of  our 
progress  on  housing  matters.  A total  of  215  Council  houses 
were  completed  in  various  parts  of  the  district,  and  no  less 
than  130  houses  were  demolished.  These  latter  comprised 
some  5 individual  houses  and  125  houses  on  11  Clearance  Areas 
previously  confirmed.  Inquiries  were  held  on  Clearance  Areas 
Nos.  15,  16,  17,  18;  19  and  20  and  these  were  confirmed 
entirely  ; Re-housing  is  to  be  undertaken  for  those  displaced 
from  these  Areas  and  will  be  completed  in  1939.  Preliminary 
survey  work  has  been  commenced  on  Clearance  Areas  Nos.  21, 
22,  23,  24,  25  and  26.
